What the Situation Is. 

Say the water commissioners: 

“We have made a clear and honest 
=statement of the condition of affairs to 
the citizens of Atlanta. We have told 
Ahe truth without.any exaggeration. We 
‘have told them that the new main from 
the river, the additional pumps, : the 
@nains in the streets, the additional co- 
agulating basin and reservoir are all im- 
. perative necessities. The city has doubled 
its size and population in the past ten 
or twelve years. The waterworks are 
entirely too small for the Atlanta of to- 
May. The people know the Situation. The 
bond election occurs on April 9. If they 
want the city’s water supply to be ade- 
quate to the demands of the city, they 
can go to the polls and vote for the 
sponds. It is up to the people.”’ 


It takes two-thirds of the registered |' 


voters, not of the votes cast, to carry 
‘the bonds. Therefore every person who is 
registered and stays away from the polls 
and does not vote actually casts his vote 
against the bonds. If you are registered 
and want the bonds carried you must go 
to the polls and vote. 
Many Have No Water. 
t In the sections of the city that have 
‘een built up in the past four or five 
ears there are no water mains at all. 
The people are paying taxes and have no 
water, and they have no sewers because 
$t is useless to build sewers where there 
is no water. 

If water bonds are not carried thou- 
sands of people will have to do without 
water for several years, and it is very 

bable that those who live outside the 
city limits and get water from private 
gnains will be entirely cut off. lt is even 
robable that some of the leading manu- 
ries may be cut off. 

This is the situation and the only sal- 
wation is the issuing of the water bonds. 
. Tonight it will be known whether or 
not the people have come to the rescue 
of the city and voted for the bonds or 
whether they have failed to vote and al- 
Jowed the city’s commercial prosperity to 
geceive a backset from which it may not 
fecover in several years.

The Grady hospi was brought into 
the limelight again yesterday -after- 
noon at a meeting) of the city council. 

The board of cease of the hospital 


(was increased three members, and Al- 


derman Longina made the statement 
that he could prove that the hospital 
has not been run in a proper manner. 

Both the ordinance to increase the 
board, and Alderman Longino’s declar- 
ation came as a surprise. 

The session of council was called for 
the specific purpose of officially . re- 
ceiving a report from the registrar as 
tothe registration for the water bond 
election.. That business was quickly 
transacted and a motion was made to 
adjourn. Councilman Taylor arose and 
said::; 

“I have an ordinance which I wish 
to introduce.” : 

The ordinance was reaa by _ the 
clerk. It enlarged the board of trustees 
of the.Grady - hospital. from -ten to 
thirteen, the three new members to be 
elected from the city at large without 
any regard to sections or wards. — 

The board as created by Alderman 


|Curtis’ ordinance a month ago, which 
‘gave ward 


representation, made the 
board consist of one member from 
each of the eight wards, with the 
mayor and the chairman of the coun- 
cil committee on hospitals. 


There had been a great wrangle in 


‘council when the Curtis ordinance was 


adopted. It was believed the matter 
was then settled. 
Curtis Asks a Question. 

When a motion was made to put the 
ordinance on its second reading, Alder- 
man Curtis arose and said: 

“IT would like to Know what ax Al- 
derman Hirsch, the president of the 
board of trustees of the Grady hos- 
pital, hds to grind?” 

Alderman Hirsch said the only ax 
he had to grind was to get Robert J. 
Lowry and Councilman Martin back on 
the board, as they had been legislated 
off. The alderman said he had given 
his life’s work to the hospital; and 
Mr. Lowry and Mr. Martin had also 
given valuable assistance. 

Alderman Key said he did not care 
anything about the matter, but he be- 
lieved all the city boards were now 
too large, as small boards did more 
effective work than large ones. 

Alderman Curtis moved to refer the 
ordinance to the ordinance comsittee, 
and this motion met with defeat by 
the following aye and nay vote:

Alder- 
man Curtis gave notice that he would 
move to reconsider, but he was held 
to be out of order by the mayor 
pro tem. 

Councilman Longino took the’ floor 
and said: 

“TI voted against this ordinance be- 
cause I think the present board is 
large enough. I can prove that the old 
board of trustees did not conduct the 
hospital in a proper manner. I can 
prove this by the attaches and em- 
ployees who made such a report to me 
only a few days ago. I have letters

Alderman Hirsch said that Council- 
man Longino had recently stated that 
the hospital was run ali right. 

“I was referring only then to the 
financial management,’ replied Coun- 
cilman Longino. 

Before anythine more could be said 
or done, Alderman Hirsch moved to' 
adjourn, and the motion was adopted. 

It is believed that the charge of 
Councilman Longino on the floor of 
council may call for an investigation 
of the management of the hospital.

of the jurors wiped his eyes,

Delmas Uses Story of Evelyn.

Justice Fitz- 
gerald’s injunction that absolute quiet 
much be maintained was hardly neces- 
eary, for there was interest in every ut- 
terance of the attorney. Outside the court 
room, a long line of persons waited for 
an opportunity to enter, but once the 
seating capacity of the court was ex- 
hausted, no more spectators were ad- 
mitted.

a rage of violent passion and angry 
words, with foolish and unreasonable 
contentions. | : 

The petitioner, Serafin Ventura, de- 
clares that he married his wife in New 
York ifn 1897, the issue of the union 
heing three children, William, Charles 
and Robert “Ventura, now in the cus- 
tody of the mother; that he and his 
wife are living apart and that his self- 
respect and due regard for his pride 
and character prevents his living again 
with his wife, with whom he declares 
he has not Known a happy day ex- 
cepting perhaps the first few months 
following their marriage. 

“Petitioner has had more of such 
trouble given by the said wife to him 
than he can herein precisely relate or 
describe,” the petitioner says in his 
petition.

Some time ago the Congregational

raising of an endowment fund of $ | 00,- 
000 for the furtherance of the work 
of this institution. 

The Congregational Methodist was 
organized in Monroe county, Georgia, 
in 1852, and now is well represented 
in fifteen states; and is growing very 
rapidly. . 

The official ergan of the church will 
carry a story in its next issue con- 
cerning the establishment of a church 
publishing house, and at the reunion 
celebration, which is to be held on 
May 8, in Monroe“ county, the matter 
will be finally disposed of and the 
location of the plant decided on. 

An effort was made to reach Dr. 
Rolfe Hunt at the Atlanta Bibie school 
last night, in order to get fuller de- 
tails in regard to the matter, but the 
effort was unsuccessful.

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PROPOSED DAM AT THE SHOALS. 


Hearing of the Question at Savan- 
nah Before Engineer. 

Savannah, Ga., April .—(Special.)— 
The public hearing regarding wine con- 
struction of the proposed dam at 
Gregg Shoals, on the Savannah river, 
by the Savannah River Power Com- 
pany, was conducted this morning by 
Colonel Daniel C. KKingman, United 
States engineer. When the session was 
called to order, Colonel Kingman an- 
Pnouncec that he was not presiding in 
the light of a judge, but had merely 
been delegated by the secretary of 
war to hear all that was said on the 
subject. He explained that the Gregg 
shoals were situated about the bor- 
der line between Anderson county and 
Abbeville county, in South Carolina, 
on the Savannah river, and that the 
dam would be constructed to furnish 
water power.

Washington, April 6.—(Special.)—The 
committee of Georgians who will visit 
Europe in the effort to turn some por- 
tion of the tide of foreign immigration 
to the south left Washington this after- 
noon and will sail from New York to- 
morrow on the Kaiser Wilhelni II for

The party included Governor-elect Hoke 
Smith and wife, G. Gunby Jordan, 
president of the Georgia Immigration As- 
sociation, and his niece, Miss Burnett, of 
Columbus, and Major and Mrs. W. W. 

They were 
accompanied as far as New York by 
John A. Betjeman, of Albany, Ga. 

Georgians at White House. 


The Georgians forming this special 
immigration commission called at the 
white house this morning and talked with 
the president concerning the object of 
their trip and the general purpose of 
their association. The president was out- 
spoken in his approval and commendation 
of their plans and pledged the heartiest 
support of the administration in further- 
ing their method of inducing southern im- 
migration. He gave to Hoke Smith a let- 
ter of presentation to the United States 
ambassador at Berlin. The party also 
bore letters from the state department to 
other American representatives in Europe 
and letters from Charles A. Boynton, of 
Washington, and Melville E. Stone, of 
New ‘York, to the Associated Press repre- 
sentatives in Wurope. 

According to present plans the whole 
time of the trip will not exceed one 
month.

BY GOVERNMENT 


Conspiracy Charges Will 
Probably Goto Jury on 
Thursday. 


The government rested in the alleged 
conspiracy charges against the Messrs. 
Cole, Robinson and others just before 
the noon hour adjournment yesterday 
in the United States court. Judge 
Newman presiding. 

Through Professor Wedemeyer, in- 
terpreter, two or three foreigners re- 
lated their version of the treatment 
after they had reached Georgia and 
tola of the inducements held out to 
them to come south. One of the num- 
ber was a Pole and as no one speaking 
that language could be found the 
court was in a quandary until it was 
found that he could speak a little 
7erman. 

Then Professor Wedemeyer was call- 
ed back and the Pole was brought to 
the witness stand. It required some 
time for the interpreter to catcn the 
witness” name and when the spelling 
of that name was undertaken the pro- 
fessor found himself up against it. 
Finally the name went on record by 
the court stenographer as Rejtgovin- 
Sky or something to that effect. Then 
Attorney Henley, for the government. 
opened his question box and Interpre- 
ter Wecemeyer did his part. The Pole 
paid no attention to Colonel Henley, 
but when the interpreter began he 
was all attention. At- times his face 
was a perfect blank and quickly a 
smile, showing a handsome set of 
teeth, would indicate that all of the 
interpreter’s work was not in vain. By 
means of signs and the use of some 
German ‘words, Professor Wedemeyer 
at last unloaded the Pole and then 
turning to the court he said: 

“He unaerstands a little German, not 
much, and talks it with a pronounced 
accent. But he says he knew when he 
left New York that he was coming to 
Georgia to do a laborer’s work. He 
says he is now satisfied and tha- he 
never ran away.” 

The interpreter got out of the wit- 
ness the statement that he had never 
been threatened with chains and im- 
prisonment and that he had never 
heard any one threatened in that man- 
ner. 

The defense opened its refutation of 
the government’s witnesses by pre- 
senting Lewis Robinson, of N@éw York. 
Mr. Robinson is of the firm which se- 
cured the men and sent them south. 
He cescribed the mode of work ob- 
taining in his office and stated most 
positively that every man sent to 
Newnan knew before he left New York 
just the kind of work he would have 
to do, the pay he was to receive, what 
his board would cost and that his 
transportation was to be deducted 
each week until the full amount was 
taken out and that if he remained six 
months that amount was to be re- 
funded him. The witness producec a 
letter addressed to him at his office 
in New York city and signed by Gov- 
ernor J. M. Terrell showing the wit- 
ness’ authority to send emigrants into 
Georgia. : 

“Every one of these men, said the 
witness, “were told even after they 
got their slips that they were to work 
on a building and would have to 
handle lumber.

That Corporation Conspiracy. 

The art of conspiracy is as old as 
the Mosaic law, and probably a few 
centuries might be added even to 
that. Qne of the fundamental] ele- 
ments of a conspiracy is secfecy of 


the absolute sort. If seerecy is de- 
stroyed so is the conspiracy; publicity | 
defeats the end it aims at, That is, 
why the great trusts and combina-' 
tions of " capital are chary of the 
limélight. They surround themselyes 
always with secrecy, even while prfe- 
tending to work in-the open. 

It is impossible to conceive that 
these master spirits of the art should 
wear their conspiracies upon their 
sleeves. By no effort of the imagina- 
tion can they be pictured at once as 
the genii of business conspirators and 
es failures in the craftiness of politics. 
Politics, to them, is business, and to 
fail in the former would be tanta- 
mount to acknowledgment of a wan- 
ing business sagacity. 

We may, therefore, brush aside as 
impossible fiction the nevertheless in- 
teresting story of the formation of a 
corporation conspiracy with a basic 
capital of $5,000,000, formed for the 
purpose of defeating President Roose- 
velt’s policies by preventing the nom- 
ination by the republican convention 
of the man he might indorse, or by 
direct attack, if he himself should be 
that nominee. 

Any discussion of the reasons why 
such a plot would be absurd must, of 
course, be trite and platitudinous. 
Corporate capital is‘ not foolish enough 
to put a club into the hands of the 
people that they may turn upon it and 
brain it. We do not mean to say the 
great aggregations of capital are 
above anything like that. They 
would, doubtless, take any step, no 
matter how shady, to defeat the 
Roosevelt policies or anything likely 
to uphold or push them to consumma- 
tion. But they are not putting the 
world on notice of their methods, nor 
ean it be believed they would commit 
any overt act that would be equivalent 
to turning the sword upon themselves. 
It is rather remarkable that the 
ouly place where any great credence 
is given this story is at the white 
hcuse, and we suspect the white house 
credence is rather of the political 
than the genuine sort. While we are 
ic, hearty sympathy with the reforms 
which Mr. Roosevelt proposes in the 
interests of the people, we are com- 
pelled to recognize that there is a 
personal political element involved, 
and that element is the future success 
of the Roosevelt wing of the repub- 
lican party. Sincerity in reform does 
not necessarily eliminate insincerity 
in personal politics. 

So we can readily understand how 
it is the white house and its warm 
adherents would be glad to have 
ccnsiderable number of the people be- 
lieve that the trusts have actually 
entered into a comBination with $5,- 
000,000 capital for the purpose of lay- 
ing Mr. Roosevelt and his policies on 
the shelf. 

The spread of such belief would, un- 
questionably, help to pave the way 
for the inevitable—the nomination of 
Theodore Roosevelt to succeed him- 
self. But that is coming, anyway, re- 
gcrdless of the “conspiracy” story.

QUEER WEATHER 


HANDED ATLANTA 


Siy-Mile Wind and Sudden 
Drop of Mercury 


In Less Than Ten Minutes Tempera- 
ture Fell 17 Degrees—With One 
Exception the Wind Velocity 
Was Highest Recorded in 
Atianta Recently. 


Old Aeolus dropped down on Atlanta 
yesterday afternoon about 3 o’clock, and 
before leaving the city he swept the 
streets clean with a wind that blew for 
a few minutes at the rate of 60 miles 
an hour. 

Never but once before, according to 
the records of the Atlanta weather bu- 
reau, has the wind ever reached as high 
a velocity as 60 miles per hour. This 
was on February 16, 1903, when an- 
other gale swept over Atlanta, and made 
a record which was never touched dur- 
ing the 29 years the weather records 
have been officially kept until yesterday, 

Almost as remarkable as the velocity 
of the wind was the sudden drop in 
temperature in a few minutes, within 
ten minutes at the outside, when Te 
mercury dropped from the 65 mark to 
48 degrees. So sudden was this drop 
that the difference in the temperature 
was most noticeable, and shirtwaists 
went out of style, so far as temperatures 
were concerned, and furs became pop- 
ular, all within the space of a quarter 
of an hour or less. So rapid was the 
drop that the automatic indicator in the 
weather bureau showed almost a perpen- 
dicular line on the record sheet, and 
such a thing Ras not happened this long, 
long time. i 

To be exact, it was just 2:53 o'clock 
when the big squall struck Atlanta. Be- 
fore this time, the wind had been blow- 
ing at about the rate of 20 miles an 
hour. With no warning. except the 
sudden drop in temperature, the full 
gale struck Atlanta, and by six bells a 
regular hurricane was sweeping clean 
the skyscraper decks of Atlanta, 

Shopping Put on the Blink. 

The squall caught a number of ladies 
out shopping, and fhe way in which 
they tried to tack into the wind was lit- 
tle short of pathetic. Of course, most 
of them carried bundles. This kept one 
arm and hand working. The other arm 
and hand was needed to batten down 
the hat they wore, for this article of ral- 
ment refused to be anchored down by 
mere hat pins, and constantly threatened 
to slip its moorings. So it was that 
these setty shirtwaist crafts had no arm 
or hand with which to take a double 
reef in their flying skirts just when @ 
double reef was most needed. 

But apparently, Aeolus had no sensé6 
of shame. He tore around through the 
streets like mad, and it was no time uniil 
you could hear {; striking three on 
those kind of clocks that appear and are 
sold in pairs. While the poor women 
were having all! of this trouble, full fleets 
of men rushed to some of the many 
havens, and there they sailed their 
schooners safe across the bar, while the 
white foam blew across the footrafl like 
the spume and spray of the sea beneath 
the bowsprit of a brigantine with all 
sails set. 

But there was a more serious side to 
yesterday’s gale, and one which threat- 
ened grave danger. During the squall, 
one of the telegraph poles on Marietta 
street, just opposite the First Presby- 
terian church, was blown down, So sud- 
den and unexpected was its fall that 4 
horse, hitched to a wagon, was struck 
by the falling timber. The aninial’s bac® 
was broken, and very soon the big am- 
bulance was called and the horse re- 
moved, although it was stated that the 
animal would have to be shot, as the 
only cure for the pain {ft suffered. 

This falling telegraph pole also struck 
the trolley wire on Marietta street, 
breaking it. and for a few minutes the 
broken ends wére whipped around ly 
the force of the severed tension in a 
rather omnious fashion. Happily, no one 
was hurt, the current was soon shut off, 
and the difficulty remedied. The man 
who was driving the wagon to which the 
injured horse was hitched was badly 
frightened, as were a number of others. 
Several shade trees were reported blown 
down by the force of the wind, but no 
casualties were reported. 

The temperatures yesterday were some 
4 degrees below the normal. The max- 
imum was 65 degrees, the minimum 44, 
and the mean temperature 55 degrees. 
This made the accumulated tempera- 
tures for the month of April so far 46 
degrees below the normal, although the 
accumulated temperatures for the pres- 
ent year so far are 420 above the nor- 
mal. There is .40 of an inch below the 
normal rainfall for April so far, while 
the year shows a deficiency in precipita- 
tion of 7.73 inches. 

Fair weather is promised for today, 
with little or no change in temperature. 
According to’ the records, April 10 fs the 
latest date on which killing frost has 
ever occurred. Now that the present 
month is nearly half ended, the frutt 
men and farmers entertain but little fear 
of crops being injured by cold weather, 
and report that the present conditions 
are in favor of a record-breaking crop 
for this coming season.

that the site of Atlanta was located 
by the late Richard Peters and J, Ed- 
gar Thompson, civil engineers; who 
surveyed the Georgia railroad.

It is certainly the best evidence oOb- 
tainable and is sufficient proof, under 
the laws of evidence, of the fact. Fur- 
thermore it is all the evidence of any 
positive naturé on the subject. Let 
it go at that. ; 

The idea which I received from con- 
versations with Mr. Peters and publi- 
oations in the press emanating from 
him, was that the name was selected 
as Significant of the city’s location— 
being situated near the beginning of 
the Atlantic coastal plain and the foot 
of the Appalachian chain of moun- 
tains, it was contemplated that At- 
lanta would be the great gateway 
frém the west, to the Atlantic sea- 
board. As such the name has an in- 
telligent significance. 

It is fit and appropriate that the 
city council should make some recog- 
nition of that most estimable and dis- 
tinguished lady, Mrs. Compton, as the 
god-mother of Atlanta, while yet it

Editor Constitution: I notice that 
the origin of Aé¢lanta’s name is agegin 
discussed. It has been credited to 
Atalanta; the swift runner~-of mythol- 
ogy. But the name is Atlanta, not 
Atalanta, and there canbe no question 
as to its origin. 

In 1846, J. Edgar Thompson, in a let- 
ter to Richard Peters, suggested the 
name as more suited to the terminus 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
deriving it from the wore Atlantic, 
using the expression “masculine, At- 
lantic—feminine, Atlanta.” The depot 
was so called until December, 1847, 
when the legislature -.ncorporated the 
“City of Atlanta.” The charter was 
Jonathan Norcross, from 
whom I obtained much information 
about Atlanta’s early days, as given 
in my history of the city. The 
minutes of Atlanta's first Sunday 
school, now in possession of Major M. 
J. Houston, of DeKalb county, show 
that the village had taken the name 
from the depot even before the charter 
was passed by the legislature.

MEMPHIS BROKER IS BEATEN, 


New York Exchange Protects Its 


Quotations. 

Washington, D. C., April 8—In an 
opinion by Justice MchKenna, the su- 
preme court of the Unite@ States today 
affirmed the decision of the United 
States circult court for the western dis- 
trict of Tennessee, in the case of Clar- 
ence P. Hunt, a cotton broker, of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., v. the New York Cotton 
Exchange. The suit was brought in the 
circuit court by the exchange to secure 
an injunction against Hunt. prohibiting 
him from receiving its quotations, con- 
trary to the regulations of the exchange, 
and the injunction was granted by that 
court as prayed for. 

The principal point of controversy in 
the case was that of jurisdiction, and 
the court, holding that stock quotations 
“re property, decided that the case was 
‘one in which it could take cognizance.

The handling of children has now been 
reduced to a science, of which there are 
three distinet branches, viz.: fondling, 
joggling and chucking. 

To handle children properly, first fon- 
die. To fondle, encircle the child twice 
with both arms and press tightly against 
the breast or some other part of the 
anatomy. Continue untfi the child shows 
signs of suffocation. Then joggle. 

To joggle, face vhe child, leering, press 
the thumbs firmly in the ohild’s trunk 
midway between the pit of the stomach 
and the short ribs, with the fingera deep- 
ly imbeddeg in the small of the back. 
Then shake the child vigorously wp and 
down and sidewise until the child froths 
at the mouth. Then chuck. 

To chuck, extend the fingers of the 
right hand and strike the child sharply 
in the face, preferably under the chin. 
This may be done with perfect safety 
to very young children, as they can 
neither strike back, nor, having no teeth, 
bite the tongue. Continue until the child 
temporizes and grows red in the face. 
Then fondle ag above and repeat an |ib- 
itum.
